ground water obtained near the Mer- 
rimack river is objectionable on ac- 
count -of the presence of an excess 
of iron and manganese, and extensive 
works have recently been constructed 
lor the treatment and purification of 
the water 
from this source. 
The 


water obtained from 
the valley 
of 


River Meadow brook south of the city 
contains an excessive quantity of car- 
bonic acid and acts strongly 
upon 


the lead service pipes through which 
it ,is delivered to consumers. 
A seri- 


ous epidemic of lead poisoning result- 
ed from the use of this water sev- 
eral years ago, and the city has been 
warned to discontinue its use, unless 
the water is so treated as to remova 
the substances which act most seri- 
ously upon lead pipes.

ter and none is capable of causing 
more widespread and serious Injury 
to the public health 
than drinking 


water containing injurious substances. 
A pure water is also most valuable 
for mechanical uses and 
for many 


manufacturing purposes, and the pos- 
session 
of an excellent 
water sup- 


ply is a most tmporiom asset to any 
community. 
The standing of Massa- 


chusetts water supplies has thus far 
been high, and it is important thnt 
this standard be maintained." 


Of conditions in the Merrimar.k val- 


ley the department says: 


"In tho extreme northeastern sec- 


tion of the state the populous valley 
of the Mernmack river presents al- 
ready a number of serious water sup- 
ply problems.

Lowell's Water Supply 


"The city of Lowell has supplied 


itself for many years with 
ground 


waters obtained in two widely sepa- 
rated areas, one located on the north- 
erly side of the Mernmack river west 
of the city, and the other in the val- 
ey. of the River Meadow brook. 
The 


ground water obtained near the Mer- 
imack river is objectionable on ac- 
count of the presence of an excess 
of iron and mangunese, and extensive 
worlds have recently been constructed 
for the treatment and purification of 
the water from this source. 
The 


water obtained from the valley 
of 


Kiver Meadow brook south of the city 
contains an excessive quantity of car- 
bonic acid and acts strongly upon 
tho lead service pipes through which 
it is delivered to consumer?. 
A seri- 


ous epidemic of lead poisoning result- 
ed from the use of this water sev- 
eral years ago. ;ind the city has been 
warned to discontinue its use, unless 
the water is so treated as to remove 
the substances which act most seri- 
ously upon lead pipes. 
The city has 


found it impracticable in recent years 
.o provide, sufficient 
water 
without 


using- this 
supply, 
but 
treatment 


works have not yet been provided. 
The water supply of Methuen is in- 
adequate and unsatisfactory, nor doea 
there appear 
ti> be a suitable source 


available for this city unless in con- 
junction with one of its neighbors. 


"The quality uf the water supplied 


in Amesbury and Mcrrimac is objec- 
tionable, while tile water supplies of 
some of the other municipalities ar* 
apparently 
incapable of further eco- 


nomic development. 
The, question of

sources in this region will undoubted- 
ly soon come up, and the best inter- 
ests of all require a thorough study 
of the water supply 
needs of tho 


wholo valley before special rights arc

At the end of 15 
minutes they had subscribed enough to 
buy everything we needed, and estab- 
lished a fund besides."
